Gen. Charl«« Lee — The Traitor 
Who Threatened 

GKTv'. WASH 
INGTON and 
b i s staff 
thundered up, 
through the brolU 
Ing aummer beat, 
to the ■trick«D iMtt* 
tlofleld of Moo* 
moutli. Newt had 
reached the com- 

mandcr - Id - chief 

that his trusted CHARLES LEJS. 
leader, Oon. ChHs Lee. had dlaobeyed 
orders and that bb u result, the AttMP' 
lean army waa retreating. 

Washington took in the aituatlon at 
a glanot. The pstilota wore falltng 
back. Tha Britlah were erenrwhere 
surcesaful. Hla blue eyes ablaie with 
anger, the chief galloped aeroaa to 
Lee. 

"In heaven's name, General," he 
ataouted, "what maaM thia ill<-ttmad 

prudence t" 
"I know of BO one," anaarad Lee, 

"who bus more of tbat aboalnable 
virtue than your excellency." 

At this retort the last barriers of 
Washington's patience gave way Ho 
hurled at Lee a publle reprimand tliat 
the latter nerer forgot nor forgave. 
It was a case of a Juat man'a wrath 
at a blarVr'iard'fl mlsde^-ds 

Charles I^e was born In ICngland In 
1731. Ho joined the Ililtlsh army as 
a mere child. At the ago of elev. n 
be waa a commissioned odlrer. He 
fought In America during the t^ent h 
and Indian war and rose faat In rank 
to a lieutenaBt-eolonelcjr. But he bad 
a sarcastic tongue and aa ungovern- 
able temper. He criticised hia eupe- 
rlor offlcera and mode fun of their 
weakneFf^H. T;i!q sort of thing does 
not help a man on In any walk of life. 
It led at last to Le.-'s prartlen! dis 
mIsKal from the army He drifted to 
Poland and Uussia, where, servlim as 
n soldier of fortune, he received the 
rank of major-general. Ho also won 
doubtful fame as a feroeloua duelist. 

Leaving Russia. Lee made hia way 
to Anierlra n short time before the 
KevobiMor.. Ho hatfd KnKland and he 
loved Inttlpue. So he rlunged into 
the stirring polities of the da>, siding 
with the patriot?. The Revolutionary 
army was short of experienced offl- 
cers and was delighted to accept the 
aervlcea of ao noted a aoldier as Lee. 
He was olTered the rank of second 
majorgeneral under General Wash- 
ington. He bargained shrewdly with 
rongreas before aeeeptlBf thia honor, 
declaring tbat King Oeorge'a gov- 
• rnment would surely conflacate hla 
liritlsh estates, and demanding to bo 
paid for them. Congrefls agreed to 
give him >30,000 out of the impover- 
ished p.-itrl<)t treafliiry as MeOBiPOIiae 
for tbis possible loss. 

Now began Lee's Amoricaa military 
career. From tha flrat .ha aaama to 
have had two aims. Ona, to aeite 
Washington's position as commander- 
In-rhlef; the other, to sell the Amer- 
ican cauRe. nt tho best possible terms, 
to the Hrltliih. After more than onre 
rlsklnir the army's welfare by disobey- 
ing Washington's orders, I.,eo was cap- 
tured at Pasking Hldge. N J,, by the 
TlrltlBb. Whether or not he consented 
to tho capture in order to carry out 
his treason plot cannot be known, 
nut during his captivity (most of 
which he spant in a suite of rooms In 
New York City Hall) he eame to 
terms of underatandlng with the Brit* 
ish general. Howe, and explained to 
him his Ideas on how beat to cruah 
the Revolution. Thinking ho would 
bo of more ubo to them In tho Revolu- 
tionary army than In prison, tho lirit- 
lsh set him freo In 1778 and ho went 
back to his duties. (The complete 
draft of Lee's plan, by which the col- 
onies might be overthrown, waa found 
In itST among Cknaral Howe^a pri- 
vate papera.) 

Then eame the battle of Monmouth. 
The Engllah, under Clinton, in June, 
1778, evacuated Philadelphia and re- 
treated across New Nihi'v ti> the 
nritlsb headquarters at New York. 
Washington resolved to amash part 
of the Rritlah army at Monmouth, N. 
J., on ItB march. Lee begged him not 
to make tbe attempt, but Washington 
sent him with an advance ffward of 
s.ooo man to overtake the eaemr. 
i.«e caught up with the British at 
Monmouth on June 28, 1778, and be- 
gan the battle in so strange and In- 
competent a way that- Lafayette, In 
alarm, sent a secret message begging 
Washington to hurry to the frapt. 
Washington arrived In time to meet 
I.ee In full retreat. Ho rebuked the 
traitor, rallied tbe army and saved the 
day. 

No one could atdarataad LaeV odd 
behavior, for no one then knew he 
was false. In rage at the rebuke, he 

wrote two insulting letters to Washr 

liigton, who promptly ordered him ar- 
rested. A court-martial susiiended 
him from active service for a year. 
In rape, he retired to a mountain taut, 
where, for.moBtha, he Uvad Hke a her 
mit. 

As hia year of aoapenalon drew to 

an end, Lee wrote ao abusive letter to 
congress, and was at once dismissed 
from the army, He went to live 4te an 
estate be had bought tn the Shenan- 
doah ValUy. In 178S be vlaltod Pbila- 
delpbla. where he faU U and died.
